Attached hereto are the established quotas for 1954-55, One 
quota table for the Public llealth Program and one for the Agriculture, 
Education, Engineering, Vocational Training and Public Administration 
programs, This will be a guide for recruitment and selection. 


With regard to the Technical Vocational Training, the require- 
ment, for admission is the completion of secondary education of the 
respective country. This means the possession of either the 
government secondary diploma or the completion of a secondary 
school of the same number of years required for the government 
diploma. (In view of the fact that the Lebanese Baccalaureate is 
higher than the secondary diplomas of countries in this area, 
Lebanese students will have completed the first part of the 
Baccalaureate or a secondary school course admitting students ¢o 
examinations for this Baccalaureate, (first part).) 
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All missions have previous information conceming requirements for aduission 
to courses given in the Public Health program, 


The above admission requirements information supplements that stated in 
the pamphlet "American University of Beirut - Information for applicants for 
195-55", Coples are attached for your use.

A sample application form is attached, Forms should be reproduced 
locally by the individual missions. 


The applications, in triplicate, should be forwarded ¥ USOH/L for 

tyonemittal to AUB, They should be received at AUB not 
1954, so that the University can pass on them before ers st, at which. 

te the University will make their decisions on admissions. This August 
25th deadline should be firily indicated to the missions’ host government 
and the prospective candidates, It should be kept in mind that engineering 
candidates must be selected and processed early enough to enable then to 
arrive in Beirut on or about September lst, in order for them to participate 
in the series of tests to be given to all engineering students in first 
year engineering, or students entering engineering at AUB for the first 
tine, 


All applicants selected mst have a medica) examination. AUB approves 
the use of form DSP27~a for this medical examination, and one copy should 
be attached to each set of applications forwarded. 


Aso attached to the application must be an official transcript of the 
student's academle record. 


Your attention is called to Article I, Para. Alb of the new Agreement, 
which states that fellowships allocated to one country, but not filled by 
it, are transferable to other countries desiring to exceed thelr quota, with 
the approval of the regional training officer, Since some countries may 
not fill thelr quotas, it 1s requested that the countries desiring to exceed 
their quota, please advise the regional training officer, or AUB, as soon 
as possible, so that transfers can be effected,

qualifications in choosing candidates for scholarships 
under the Public Health Program at AUB :-

Public Health nurses should be graduates of approved 
nursing schools, 


Advanced training for techniciens (Laboratory technologiste) 
showld be laboratory technicians having one year laboratory 


training. 
Sanitrrians should be secondary school graduates. 
Graduate Program 


Hospital administrators must have an undergraduate degree 
from an approved college, with one to two years experienca 
in a hospital or in a business, 
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Public Health physicians (administrators or epidemiologists) 
must be graduates of approved medical colleges. 


Health educators must have an undergraduate degree fron 
an approved college, preferably in education or biological 
sciences, with one or two years experience in a health 

or related agency. 


Statisticians must have an undergraduate degree from gn 
approved college, with some statistical background. 


Public Health engineers must be graduates of an approved 
college of engineering.
